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Describes German Dyestuff 


Buffate. Seeking independence 
from Germany, the dye chemists at- 
(ending the convention of the Amer- 
ican Chemical Seciety formed an 
organization to be known as the Dye 
Division of the Amertean Chemical 
Society. Dr. J. M. Reese, of Phila- 
d Iphia, is the president of the di- 
vision. On aceount of the many dif- 
ferent uses for chemistry various 
divisions, sueh as physieal and im- 
organic, were formed, | 

A delegate from Norway, so far 
as cold be learned, Olaf Hierson, of 
Chris .iansand, came the farthest to 
attend the convention. There are 
delegates from Arizona, New Mex- 


ico, Califernia and Texas and other 


Southern states. 

In the fight to. step Germany’s 
domination of the world’s dye and 
chemieal industries American 
ventive genius has a great vic- 
lory, judging from exhibits now on 
display in the Teehnical High 
School as part of the spect of the 
convention. 

“American dye makers can now 
compete with the Germans im every 
respect save that of price,” said Dr. 
L. J. Mates, educational director of 
Schoelkopt Interests. “We look to 
(the. government to give us-tariff pro- 
tection that will enable us to reap 
the benefits of the successful ef- 
forts of the last five years. 

Coal for Colors. 

“Germany made good dye and also 
poor dye before the war. Today at 
our Buffalo plant we are making 
from coal tar 168 colors, all of which 
have been shown by tests to be ab- 
solutely fast and meeting every re- 
quirement. From coal tar the Ger- 
mans were making 900 eoal tar col. 
ors, and they were sending 450. of 
these colors to fhe United States. 
Americans haven’t had time to du- 
plicate all these colors but they will 
do it in due time.” 

By a new process American man- 
ufacturers are producing overcoat 
and cloth from old rags. 
carbonized and dyed with American 
dyes, Belief is being expressed by 
chemists attending. the convention 
(hat Germany can never again pro- 
duce dves so cheaply as before the 
war. Wages have doubled and 
'ipled and materials cost much 
nore. With tariff protection the 
American industries can successful- 
lv comnete with their former in- 
dustrial piyvalg, experts agree 

Josenh “HL of “the 
Chemical Foundation. described to 
the members of the American 


Chemical Society the supreme con- 
Lrol that the Germans had over the 
dye mdustry in this country. He 
sald in part: 

“At the outsel we were in a state 
of lameritable ignorance. None of 
us knew dyes from inks, or sulfo- 
acids from sulphuric atid. We know 
hiitle more now of the technical side 
of the industry; but thanks to the 
patriotic labors of many of you 
gentlemen (notably your past pres- 
ident, Dr. Herty), who sacrificed no 
end of time and toil in the hercu- 
lean task of educating us, we final- 


ly learhed enough to. understand 
and piece together the main facts in 
the vast masses of information 


which were placed before us. 

“Of eourse, we instantly saw thal 
the whole industry was permeated 
with German influence, that Ger- 
man chenii:ts were ubiquitous, and 
that the mivih of their superiority 
had been se. indusirious!; propa- 
gated that it had becom: alinost an 
article of the American business 
faith. Most people especialy 
those who knew nothing abou! if) 
thought that nothing echer-scaily 
good could come out of anv. other 
country than Gernany. Neverthe- 
less, there was a Surprising lack of 
apparent German ownership. The 
law required, under stringent pen- 
alties, immediate report of all such 
property, yet months after the pas- 
sage of the act only a neglible few 
of such reports had been filed. ‘The 
Hun ownership seemed [9% have 
evaporated. This, however, did not 
stop Mr. Palmer or Mr. Garvan for 
an instant: They commenced. to 
dig, and called me in to man ore of 
the shovels, and in the end we root- 
ed out a mass of hidden property 
sufficient, to have gravely endanger- 
ed the industry if it had vemained 
undiscovered. 

“Prom the first our efforts were 
eentered on the dye industry. The 
other branches of fthe profession, 
except that of pharmaceuticals, 
which was closely allied with dyes, 
seemed as a whole safe and genuine- 
ly American, and while we did 
eventually detect and take over a 
few large concerns in this field— 
like for instance the Heyden Chem- 
ical Works—it. did not. worry us, 
The dve industry, however, did. Our 
national manufacture in this line 
had been for years a puny and del- 
icate infant, wholly at the mercy of 
the Hun. Tt had been allowed to do 
no more than finish or assemble 
ierman. intermediates, and though. 
since August, 1914, its growth had 


‘cheap raw material, 


been phenomenal, we felt that its 
Leold on life was of the feeblest. No 
one could study if as we did, for 
even a single day, without seeing 
that it was indispensable to other 
industries producing billions of dol- 
lars worth of goods each year: that 
it only could insure to us, in yar, 
adequate supplies of explosives, and 
that it alone offered in any by its 
immense researeh requirements, in- 
suranee of the progress of the coun- 
try in mdustrial and medical 
science. No one could see it as we 
saw if without coming to believe 
that it was perhaps the most essen- 
tial of all. the key or pivotal indus- 
tries. The dye industry therefore 
had the most and the best of our 
efforts. 

“We found, of course, that the 
production .of coal tar dyes was 
practically a German world monop- 
oly. Starting with every advantage. 
cheap — labor, 
above all cheap chemists, govern- 
ment subsidies, transportation at or 
below eost, and close co-operation 
with the. wniversities, the German 
makers had made a determined and 
suecessful effort to enslave the 
whole world to German dyes. They 
had stuck at nothme. Combined, as 
our law forbids us to combine, in 
two strong cartels, they had delib- 
erately assaulted, with intent to kill, 
every nascent foreign dye industry 
—ineluding ours. Wherever any- 
one Started making anything that 
would be useful in dyemaking they 
instantly cut its price in half. Pro- 
tected in their high prices at home, 
and amply strong financially, they 
could afford to take severe losses 
for the short time required to drive 
out the neweomer, after which they 
eould quickly recoup by doubling 
the original price. Where this meth- 
od was unavailable they used full- 
line forcing, refusing to sell their 
patented colors except to those who 


would buy their other goods. Added 
fo this was incessant. unlimited. 
hare-faced egraft—the wholesale. 


bribery of dyers. Finally in 1916 the 
two cartels, with all the outside 
large concerns, had combined to one 
gigantie trust, which issued new se- 
evrities to double its capital, and 
united companies whose assets to- 
taled half a hillion dollars. This 
monstrosity was organized avowed- 
ly to "fight to win back the export 
trade. Its production is so. huge 
that it must win or go bankrupt. 


How it will fight we now know. Is 
share in the war after the war will 
be utterly ruthless. The American 


industry must be helped or it will 
be ‘spurios versenkt. 

“The strength of the trust lay in 
its largest six members—Bavyer, 
Badische, Berlin, Hoechst, Kalle and 
Cassella. Each had a flourishing 
agency corporation here. Three of 
these: Bayer, Berlin and Kalle, ear- 
ly reported themselves as German 
owned. The other three did not. 
Investigation, however, showed ac- 
tual German ownership in all, and 
in its course revealed nearly all the 
pet methods of Hun camouflage. 

“First, and easiest to deal with, 
was the pretended transfer of stock, 
by which stock really German-own- 
ed passed on the books to dummies 
in this country. This was generally 
shown up as soon as the real con- 
tract was developed, since it always 
turned out to leave the alleged Hun 
seller. of the stock everything he 
had before the sale. More difficult 
was. the oral option method under 
which the stock was placed origi- 
nally in American hands, subject to 
purchase on nominal terms at will. 
More difficult still, was the out- 
right secret truth, which like the 
option, left the stock in apparently 
American hands from the first, but 
held for the Germans. In some 
such cases we proved the trust and 
Hun ownership only after an  ac- 
counting, which showed that unless 
such ownership existed, the ‘presi- 
dent of the company had robbed his 
stockholders, 
mans money, which on the face of 
the hooks, belonged to the record 
owners of shares. Most difficult of 
all was an underground method, pe- 
euliarly Hunish, discovered in the 


companies which reported at the 


outset. These surrendered with 
such ease as to put us on our 
guard, and eventually we found, in 
the case of Bayer, that the Hun of- 
ficers of the American company had 
all arrangements made for scuttling 
their abandoned craft and piping all 
its cargo of business to a new com- 
nany, which they had bought -with 
ifs money. This was detected just 
in time, and the new concern was 
seized and sold with the old. 


“But if IT should try to tell vou 
half the methods of fraud and 
trickery which we had to combat, 
this meeting would not be over in 
time for next vear’s to begin. T'un 
methods for business were like Hun 
methods in war. Either could be 
deduced from..the other;.and neith- 
er knew any limit of decency. or 
self respect.

To find number of patierns in warp, the ends being equally reeded. 
Rule. Divide number of ends inside selvage by number of ends in 


To find average counts of warp when more than one counts of pattern. 


warp are used. 


Rule 16. Divide the number of ends of each kind by its own count. all goods or on the same line of goods. 


Add the results and divide mto the total number of ends. 
Example 16. A cloth is made which contains the following yarns: 
1860 ends of 60; 980 ends of 45; 540 ends of 2/20, 
What are the average warp counts.

Text of Child Labor Bill. 


On April 25 the new child labor 
act of the revenue bill will go into 
effect. This act imposing a 10 per 
cent tax on child labor is as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1200. That every person 
(other than a bona fide boys’ or 
girls’ canning club recognized by 
the agricultural department of a 
state and of the United States) op- 
erating (a) any mine or quarry sit- 
uated in the United States in which 
children under the age of sixteen 
years have been employed or per- 
mitted to work during any portion 
of the taxable year; or (b) any mill, 
cannery, workshop, factory, or man- 
ufacturing establishment situated in 
the United States in which chil- 
dren under the age of fourteen years 
have been employed or permitted 
to work, or children between the 
ages of fourteen and. sixteen have 
been employed or permitted — to 
work more than eight hours in any 
day or more than six days in any 
week, or after the hour of seven 
o'clock post meridian, or before the 
hour of six o'clock ante meridian, 
during any portion of the taxable 
year, shall pay for each taxable 
year, in addition to all other taxes 
imposed by law, an excise tax equiv- 
alent to 10 per cent of the entire 
net profits received or accrued for 
such year from the sale or dispo- 
sition of the product of such mine, 


quarry, mill, cannery, workshop, 
factory, or manufacturing estab- 
lishment. 


Sec. 1201. That in computing net 
profits under the provisions of this 


title, for the purpose of the tax 
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there shall be allowed as deductions 
from the gross amount received or 
aecrued for the taxable year from 
the sale or disposition of such pro- 
ducts manufactured within the 
United States the following items:

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It is to be regarded as an exceed- 
ingly unfortunate circumstance that 
the cordial relations of mutual es- 
ablishment and maintenance, so 
ong existing between mill owners 
ind operatives in this state, have 
een broken by demonstration of 
violence and bloodshed. The occur- 
rence at Concord was different in 
iis characteristics from any which 
this section had known, and if 
brought our people to a sudden and 
unpleasant realization of the devel- 
opment of a new condition in labor 
and one to which it had been an 
entire stranger. And yet the hope 
may be entertained that it will prove 
but an incident, and that in the res- 
toration of the former happy rela- 
ions between mill people, it will 
become a forgotten one. For it is 
impossible to conceive that these re- 
lations, of so much mutual benefit 
in the past, are not to be restored, 
and in the licht of unfortunate ex- 
perience, cemented the more thor- 
oughiv. The cotton mill labor of 
the South is of the same stock that 
mill ownership is. Each mill com- 
munity is composed of one big fam- 
iv, all of the same blood and all ani- 
mated by the same purpose of mu- 
helpfulness. ._Much prosperity 
came to the mill men during the 
war. This prosperity they shared 
with their help. Pay was raised and 
bonuses were. established. The op- 
eratives shared as well in that pros- 
perity as did the workers. in the 
strictly war mdustries corporations, 
which is to say, they were treated as 
liberally by their employers as were 
the employees in munitions factor- 
ies and shipvards. Buf the war has 
ended and there came a time when 
war profits were cut off. A revision 
in the sehedules of wages was an 
enforced necessity. It is possible 
that. in some mills the reduction in 
wages was not graduated to the 
maximum convenience of the opera- 
tives, the objection in this case hav- 
ing the same foundation as that 
which was entered against the levy- 
ing of the war tax—that it was too 
immediately operative and not 
strung out through a greater length 
of time. Nevertheless, it is proba- 
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bie that if sounder counsels had pre- 
vailed and the employees had main- 
tained faith in the good intentions 
of their employers, the situation 
would have been eventually worked 
out.on a satisfactory basis—which, 
indeed, the Observer believes, will 
be done. 

It is the most improbable thing in 
the world that a set of employes 
who have maintamed an unshaka- 
ble attitude of loyalty to their. op- 
eratives through all the years up to 
the present time, could contemplate 
an abandonment of their policy of 
justice an dfair treatment at this 
late day, and we believe the Concord 
affair is going to have a sobering ef- 
fect, and one which will operate to 
the clarifying of the situation. In 
any event; if ought to lay the spirit 
of the strike to the opening of op: 
portunity for serious consideration 
on part of a class of labor, which has 
been well-treated by employers, as 
to what it has been running into vio- 
tence and bloodshed for, and on part 
of employers as to why these loyal 
people should be headed into strikes 
and violence, Established condi- 
tions in mill life in the South have 
never justified resort to the strike— 
nor do they justify it now. The tri- 
umph of bad counsel is responsible 
for it. Reason and conciliation, and 
the manifestation of good faith on 
the one side and its acceptance by 
the other, will smooth away the dif- 


ficulties. and restore a situation of 
contentment and happiness, one 
which has heen the boast of the 


South and a glory of the textile in- 
terests, shared in equally by capital 
and labor—Charlotte Observer.

The Mill Trouble. 


It is to be regarded as an exceed- 
ingly unfortunate circumstance that 
the cordial relations of mutual es- 
tablishment and maintenance, so 
long existing between mill owners 
and operatives in this state, have 
been broken by demonstration of 
violence and bloodshed. The oecur- 
rence at Concord was different im 
its characteristics from any which 
this section, had known. and _ if 
brought our people to a sudden and 
unpleasant realization of the devel- 
opment of a new condition in labor 
and one to which it had been an 
entire stranger, And yet the hope 
may be entertained that it will prove 
but an incident, and that in the res- 
toration of the former happy rela- 
tions between mill people, it will 
become a forgotten one, For it is 
impossible to conceive that these re- 
lations, of so much mutual benefit 
in the past, are not to be restored, 
and in the light of unfortunate ex- 
perience, cemented the more thor- 
oughly... The cotton mill labor of 
the South is of the same stock that 
mill ownership is. Each mill com- 
munity is composed of one big fam- 
ilv, all of the same blood and all ani- 
mated by the same purpose of mu- 
fual helpfulness... Much prosperity 
came fo the mill men during the 
war. This prosperity they shared 
with their help. Pay was raised and 
bonuses were established. The op- 
eratives shared as well in that pros- 
perify as did' the workers in the 
strictly war industries eorporations, 
which is to say, they were treated as 
liberally by their emplovers as were 
the employees in munitions factor- 
ies and shipvards. But the war has 
ended and there came a time when 
war profits were cut off. A revision 
in the schedules of wages was an 
enforeed neeessity.. If is possible 
fhaf in some mills the reduction in 
wages was not graduated to the 
maximum convenience of the opera- 
tives, the objection in this case hav- 
ing the same foundation as that 
which was — against the levy- 
ing of the war tax—that it was too 
immediately operative nof 
strung out through a greater length 
of time. Nevertheless, it is proba-

bie that if sounder counsels had pre- 
vailed and the employees had main- 
tained faith in the good intentions 
of their employers, the situation 
would have been eventually worked 
out on a satisfactory basis—which, 
indeed, the Observer believes, will 
vet be done, 

It, is the most improbable thing in 
the world that a set of employes 
who have maintained an unshaka- 
ble attitude of loyalty to their op- 
eratives through all the years up to 
the present time, could contemplate 
an abandonment of their policy of 
justice an dfair treatment at this 
late day, and we believe the Concord 
affair is going to have a sobering ef- 
fect, and one which will operate to 
fhe clarifying of the situation. In 
any event, it ought to lay the spirit 
of the strike to the openime of op: 
portunity for serious consideration 
on part of a class of labor, which has 
been well-treated by employers, as 
to what it has been running into vio- 
lence and bloodshed for, and on part 
of employers as to why these loyal 
people should be headed into strikes 
and: violence. Established —condi- 
tions in mill life in the South have 
never justified resort to the strike— 
nor do they justify it now. The tri- 
umph of bad counsel is responsible 
for it. Reason and conciliation, and 


the manifestation of good faith on 


the one side and its acceptance by 
the other, will smooth away the dif- 
ficulties; and restore a situation of 
contentment and happiness, one 
which has been the boast of the 
South and a glory of the textile in- 
terests, shared in equally by eapital 
and labor.—Charlotte Observer.

Hundreds of lead- 
ing textile manufacturers will have 
exhibits and in addition many 
Southern cotton mills will display 
their products at this time. It is 
io be a combined exposition of the 
most improved machinery and the 
finished products. A complete and 
comprehensive display of machines, 
supplies, fabries and textile special- 
ties will he exhibited. 3 

In view of the nation-wide imter- 
est that centers in this exposition, 
the first of ifs kind sinee America’s 
entry inte the war—and indications 
that thousands of visitors will he 
here from all the manufacturing 
distriets, Greenville has entered 
wholeheartedly into the  prepara- 
tions of earme for the visitors, and 
the Chamber of Commerce is super- 
vising the arrangements whereby 
accommedations will be afforded 
all. 

Aside from the exposition proper, 
which carries a broad appeal to the 
manufacturer, to the mill superin- 
fendent, the overseer, the operative 
and to the textile representative, 
(here will be held m connection 
with the supreme event, the annual 
convention of the Southern Textile 
Assoeiation. This association has a 
membership of 2.500, the largest 
body of textile experts in the world, 
and a large majority of the mem- 
bers are expected to altend the con- 
vention in Greenville May 8 and 9th. 
An entertaining and instructive pro- 
gram has been arranged with a view 
of making the sessions profitable as 
well as pleasurable. As many weigh- 
ly problems confront the assoecia- 
tion, the approaching sessions loom 
large as one of the most important 
since the organization. 

‘Another big feature of the expo- 
sition week will be the first annual

Villa during the Southern Textile

tention of attending the exposition 


it 18 believed that -tne executive 
committee will reach a favorable 
decision in a few days. The an- 


nual eornvention is usually held in 
May or June. 

Reservations have already been 
made by seores of cotton manufac- 
turers south of the Mason and Dix- 
on line, and a number from the New 
England states have been accom-., 
modated with hotel reservations. 
The Greenville Chamber of Com- 
merce has appointed a housing com- 
mittee, of which Seeretary F. MM. 
Burnett is chairman, to provide 
rooms and accommodations for all 
the guests. ff announced that 
there will be no repetition of the 
congestion which was é¢xperienced 
al. the first and second expositions.

Mill Watchman Killed in Duel. 


Four men were committed to jail 
in Concord, in cennection with 
the killing of R. Z. Redmond, watch- 
man at the Norcott Cotton Mill, who 
is alleged to have met his death in 
a pistol duel with Mn Porter, a mill 
operative, growing out of rumors, 
declared unfounded. that the mull 
owners had determined to resume 
aperations with non-union help. The 
mill had been closed for some time 
on aceount of a strike. 

Superintendent D. 
and other officials of the mill posi- 
tively denied that it was their in- 
lention to resume operation Mon- 
day. 

Aecording to the evidence develop- 
ed at. the coroner’s hearing, the mill 
had been picketed by union opera- 
tives, among them . Mon. Porter. 
When the wife of Nicht Watchman 
Redmond approached the mill she 
was accosted hy the pickets, who 
prestimed she had started to work 
in the mill. When she insisted on 
“breaking through” the nicket line 
and going to the mill, if is said she

was denounced in abusive language. 
Proceeding, she reported the occur- 
rence to her husband, who went to 
the scene and took the matter up 
with Porter, a pistol duel. resulting, 
Redmond being killed and Porter 
wounded im the teg. 

The story of the pistol duel and 
the trouble leading up to it as told 
hy John Mullis, one of the night 
watchmen at the mill and an: eye 
witness of the encounter, in part was 
to the effect that Redmond was shot 
through the throat by Mon Porter. 
an operative, during a pistol duel 
which followed an argument be- 
tween the fwo men. The bullet sev- 
ered an artery. Redmond after he- 
ing shot turned and ran back to the 
mill, As he reached the mill he 
cried out to his assistant, “T tried to

get. him but he got me first.” The 


wounded man fell to the eround un- 


conscious after the statement and 
died within a few minutes. 

The Noreott Mills have been clos- 
ed for several weeks due to a strike 
of the operatives following their 
affiliation with a textile union which 
the owners of the mill are alleged to 
have refused to recognize. A ru- 
mor to the effect that the mill was 
scheduled to open with non-union 
operatives gained considerable cir- 
culation among the strikers who 
pitketed the streets near the mill 
and attempted to persuade all who 
allempted to enter to remain away. 
The strikers are alleged to have be- 
come insulting when several of the 
employees refused to accede to their

Eugene T. Johnston of the Ather- 
ton Mills, Charlotte, N. has ap- 
plied to Judge James Boyd of the 
Western District of North Carolina 
for an injunction to prevent the 
Atherton Mills from refusing to em- 


ploy his son, John W. Johnston, age 


i5% years, for .more than eight 
hours per day after April 25, 1919. 

Johnston alleges that his son is in 
good health and strength and is per- 
mitted by the laws of North Carolina 
to work ten hours .per day and that 
the Child Labor Section of the Fed- 
eral Revenue Law which forbids his 
working more than eight hours per 
day is unconstitutional. 

His application for an injunction 
will be heard by Judge Boyd at Sal- 
isbury, N. C., on April 23rd. 

Johnston will be represented by 
Manly, Hendren & Womble of Win- 
ston-Salem, N. C.; O’Brien, Board- 
man, Parker, Harper & Fox of New 


York, and ex-Judge W. P. Bynum of- 


Greensboro, N. C. 

The answer of the Atherton Mills 
will be filed by Attorney Capt. Wm, 
M. Wilson of Charlotte and the op- 
position to the injunetion will be ar- 
gued by representatives of the U, 
$. Department of Justice. 


This case very closely approxi- 


mates the suit of Dagenhart vs. Fi- 
delity Manufacturing Company un- 
der which the Keating Child Labor 
Law was declared unconstitutional 
and the outcome of this case will be 
watched with unusual interest, 


The Blood on Their Hands. 


As this is written R. C. Redmond, 
night watchman at Noreott Mills of 
Concord, N. €., lies dead from a pis- 
tol wound, while his wife and little 
ones weep beside his coffin. 

Mon Porter, an operative of the 
Norcott Mill sleeps in jail because 
he is eharged with the murder of 
his fellow man. 

Three weeks ago there was har- 
mony and peace al the Noreott Mill 
and the murdered man and his vic- 
tim were friends. 

Then came a labor organizer from 
Massachusetts and a young and un- 
successful attorney from Charlotte, 
N.C, 

The organizer wanted a union be- 
cause union members contribute 
$1.50 at the start and regular dues 
thereafter and the attorney wants 
Lhe $50 which he gets for each mill 
that he assists in organizing. 

With oratory inspired by the hope 
of financial gain and the lavish use 
of misrepresentations, these two 
unworthy citizens stirred the people 
of the Norcott Mill from their peace 
and contentment until they arose 
against their employers and closed 
down the mill, 

They stirred them to such an ex- 
Lent that one of the strikers insulted 
a good woman who wanted to work 
and then murdered her husband, a 
man who had done him a 
wrone. 

Mon Porter will be tried and will 


never 


probably pay the penalty for taking 
the life of &. €. Redmond, but the 
blood is upon the hands of the union 
organizer and the attorney who for 
a small mess of gold carried passion 
and hatred into a village that had 
been happy and contented. 

The men who through false teach- 
ings aroused the passion that caused 
the death of Redmond, have passed 
on with the money of the mill op- 
eratives in their poekets, but there 
is blood upon their hands and they 
can not wash it off, 


Declined With ‘Thanks. 


When Daniel C. Roper, collector 
of internal revenue, declined with 
thanks the offer to the Child Labor 
Bureau of the Department of Labor 
to assist in enforcing the new Child 
Labor Law we felt like raising a 
shout that could be heard all over 
the South. 

yollector Roper will see that the 
law is enforced and every law-abid- 
ing citizen wants the law enforced 
until it is held unconstitutional but 
he will not stoop to httle, mean and 
petty tricks to annoy the manufac- 
turers as the Ohildren’s Bureau, 
in handling the Keating Child Labor 
Law. | 

There will not. be quite so many 
maiden ladies posing as experts 
upon matters pertaining to children. 

We will deal this time with men 
who are big enough to enforce the 
law without trying to force their 
own personal ideas upon the mills.

Obey the Law.

about the Child Labor Law which 
goes into effect on April 25th, 1919. 
To every one we answer thal 


there is but one thing to do and that 
is to strictly obey the law until it is 
declared unconstitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court. 

A test case has been started and 


will be carried to the Supreme Court 


as rapidly as possible, but 
though the lower court should give 
a favorable decision the law should 
be obeyed. 


If one boy or girl under 14 years 


of age be employed after April 2 


Sth, 
it will be a violation of the law. 


If one boy or girl between 14 and 


i6 years of age be employed for 
more than eight hours in one day it 
will be a violation. 

One single violation subjects a 
mill to a tax of 10 per cent of its 
profits between April 25th, 1919, and 
January ist, 1920. 

There are a few mills that are go- 
ing to ignore the law and take 
chances on its being declared un- 
constitutional but it is safest and 
wisest to obey the law and not take 
chances upon having to pay the 10 
per cent tax, 

We are confident that the law will 
be declared unconstitutional but the 
penalty is too great to take the 


chance and wé reiterate our advice | 


to strictly obey the law. 

If your superintendent, 
or second hand permits a violation of 
the law it is equivalent to the entire 
mill doing so and subjects the mill 
Lo the 10 per cent tax even though 
the man who permitted the violation 
had been warned and ‘instructed 
against violations. 

Study the law, carefully 
your men and use every 
that there are no violations, 
aiivice to every mill.

“Coming to realize this, we came 
to the conclusion that though it was 
perhaps none of our business, we 
ought to do what we could for the 
dye industry, doomed as it was to 
fight such odds. We could see that 
no tariff alone would ever help it. 
The German monster fightime for 
its life would mind duties no more 
than postage. But studying the sit- 
uation we saw one gleam of light. 
That was the patents. There were 
thousands of these, many of them 
product patents. They were taken 
out, we thought, more to prevent 
import than to stop manufacture, 
since the Huns were not afraid of 
our makers, If they would stop im- 
ports for Germans, they would stop 
them by Germans: So we got the 
law amended so that the custodian 
could seize the patents.
